It had long beer the law that a 
person driving on a bhighwav owed 
û duty to take reasonable care not 
to injure others on the iighway or 
adjoining property: Best ù Samucl 
Far ([1952}] AC 716}. Amd the 
courts recognized that a person on 
or uear a bighway might suffer 
injury not only to life, limb or 
health by HDpact with a vehicle 
nsaligemly driven but also to fife, 
limb or hesth where injury was 
caused by fear for tis safety by the 
threat of such impact or collision: 
Dulieu u White & Sons ([1901} 
KB 6761. E 

Medical science recognized that 
injury could be produced by shock 
and fear in such circumstances, 
and the law recognized that it was 
mere chance whether the uegli- 
gence creating the situation 
resulted iı actual impact and. its 
consequences to life, limb or 
health or the apprchension of such 
impact and its consequences. 

In Hamùrook u Stokes Brothers 
{1925] 1 KB 141) Lord Justice 
Bankes and Lord Justice Atkin 
held that a mother on tbe highway 
near where negligent driving af a 
lorry injured her cbild could 
recover damagés for injury by the 
shack of seeing the injured child 
immediately afterwards but not for 
the injury by the shock of being 
First told of the accident. 

Two more questions had to be 
asked. First, how close did the 
relationship betwecn the person in- 
jured by the impact and the person 
injvred by shock have to be ? That 
could be answered with some cer» 
tainty in the mother’s favour. 


The second was: Did the person 
injured by shock have to be within 
sight or sound of the collision or 
or near the highway ? A wife or 
mother, ‘nowhere néêar the acci- 
dent, might suffer injury by shock 
on hearing the news from a friend, 
or after seeing the injured perso 
or corpse in the morruary or after 
reading 2 report in a newspaper.

There was no .reported decision 
of any person recovering damqzes 
for injury by shock who had not 
been gt or, Hear the accident at the 
Hne or š8 afterwards, and 
there were strong indications that 
a person who wag not present at 
the time ûr was ‘told of the acci- 
dent or saw Its results later would 
be uutside the ambit Of the wroODg- 
dıe1"s responsibility. . 

The duty which a person on ã 
highway owed to a person he -ran 
dawg was Hot necessarily the same 
as the duty he owed to thê Person 
suffering shock as a result of the 
running down, anid the liability to 
the person suffering shock might 
be a secondary one.

. symptoms were sald to include 
headaches, coughs, depression and 
fatigue. 

When the accident happened the 
mather was at home about two 
miles from the scene. She heard 
the bells of a passing ambulance 
and, about two hours Jater, was 
tuld by a Mr Pilgrim that there 
had been an accident ; that he 
thought her son was dying and that 
he did net know about the 
x»oungest child or where her bus- 
band was. He drove her to the

A rotund and on occasion rum- 
busrious Welshaıan, Mr Ivor 
Richard, former Labour MP 
for Barons Court aud British 
Ambassador to th United 
Nations, takes the job of Bri- 
tain's junior commissioner. 

Each of the four big coun- 
tries is entitlad to provide two 
comniissioners, and Mr 
Richard wil fill the gap .left 
by Mr Rov Jenkins, the outgo- 
ing President of the Commis- 
sion. His senior partner will be 
Mr Christopher Tusendhat, 
presently in charge of the EEC

Iu choosing Mr Richard, on 
the recommendation nf Mr 
Callaghan, Mrs Thatcher con- 
firmed the practice that 
Britain sbould be represented 
by one Tory and one ‘Labour 
commissioner. At least two 
former Labour cahinet minis- 
ters, Mrs Shirley Williams and 
Mr Joel Barnett, turued down 
approaches from Mr Callaghan. 

A _ 48-year-old, Oxford-eru- 
cated Queens Counsel, Mr 
Richard won Barons Cnurt for 
thre Labour Partv in 1964 and 
held it until 1974 when the 
caustituency was redistributed, 
Always a pro-marketeer, he 
was one of the 69 Labour MPs 
who defied the party whip by 
voting afor the EEC mermber- 
ship terms negotiated by Mr 
Heath’s Conservative Govern- 
ment in 1971. 

It was Mr Callaghan, the 
Foreten Secretary, who in 1974 
sent Mr Richard to the United 
Nations where he remained 
until 1979. Chosen by Mr 
Anthony Crosland, Mr Callag- 
han’s successor at the Foreign 
Office, to chair the abortive 
Rhodesia conference in Geneva 
in 1976, Mr Richard then had 
two uncomfortable vears tmder 
Dr David Owen, whom he cor- 
dially disliked.

On the other hand, Kemal's 
contribution to Turkey's de> 
velopment was more spectac- 
ular to Muslim eyes than to 
European ones, because Tur: 
. key almost .alone seems to have 
reached a position where Islam 
has been “ privatized ” rather 
than where society has been sec- 
ularized. Secularization would 
have been too great a tonvul- 
sion even for Atatürk, but Tuf- 
key is well on the way to prov- 
ing that Islam is ûot just an 
aravistic Bedu religion ill’ 
. equipped for the twentieth 
century. 


That there is still tension irl 
Turkey—an undertow—shows 
how difficıft that process js. 
The stresses in Islam are the 
equivalent of the eruptions of 
the Reformation in' Erope— 
aad ar about the equtyalent 
time historically. 

Perhaps it would , be better 
for Europe if the Muslim 
world was led by a country 
which in Islamic terms was 
obviously paying the way for 
the future, But if the Islamic 
world is not capable of such 
Teadership—and it appears not 
1o bekir must be better for 
Europe _ to have Turkey 
within its community than 
without.

One way of measuring the 
lift capacity of a resort is to

In past centuries isolated towns 
and villages were first’ joine' 
together .by roads and then 
rrerged to become conurba- 
tions, Today ski resorts become 
jomed to; er by intercon- 
necting lifts and bus services 
to form ski regions. They then 
start to recognize the benefits 
of joint promotion and a com- 
mon lift pass which allows x 
skier in one resort to use the 
Hfts in all the ather resorts 1n 
the area. At this point they 
can be said’ to become skiing 
merropolises. 

‘These skiing metropolises 

attract skiers who are bored 
with going. up and down the 
same mountain side and seek 
the variety of unfamiliar runs 
and fresh mounatain tops. In 
the same way that large towns 
attract more visiting shoppers 
than small ones so resorts gain 
visigors if they join together to 
form ski regions or metropo- 
lisés. 
Some of these ski regions 
are international, not in the 
sense that they are smart, but 
because they lie across national 
boundaries. The mountains 
which used to form a country’s 
natural frontier now provide 
the slopes which enable skiers 
to visit resorts across the 
border. In some cases the 
mountains are so high that the 
resorts on either side can 
hardly be described as forming 
a corumou ski region, evel 
though they are connected by 
lifts. 

For example, it is possible to 
take the Mont Blanc cable car 
from La Palud near Cour- 
mayeur in Italy and ski down 
through the Vallée Blanche to 
Chamonix in France. No doubt 
this is an exciting run but it 
means ‘rising to a height 
3,500 metres so ir will tend to 
be a special orzing rather than 
an everyday trip. It is not sur. 
prising, therefore, that the two 
resorts do not share a common 

i pass, so visitors from 
across the border have to buy 
tickets for the return cable 
car.

Poland’s
